for 25 years. We were delight- 


ed to get reacquainted with 
him and were pleasantly sur- 
prised that most of the conver- 
sation centered on his family 
rather than the business. 

Jesse Lico became owner 
and started operating the busi- 
ness on October 1, 1974. He 
had been a short-order cook 
for seven years and he heard 
about a restaurant that was for 
sale in New Boston from his 
father-in-law who was a bar- 
ber. The deal was made with 
the help of a real estate com- 
pany and he bought the busi- 
ness from the original owner. 
Being the modest fellow that 
he was, he kept the name, 
Mary Ann’ s, and it stands 
today outside his business.

There has been 
much debate about the roles 
and responsibilities of the pro- 
posed position. We feel that 
certain members of the 
Township Board are attempt- 
ing to combine all needed 
roles in the township and 
“nile” them on this position. 
Do you really think that one 
person can actually perform 
the duties of the Township 
Supervisor, be the Township 


Development Coordinator, 
Planner and Building 
Inspector. Last time we 


checked, there were 1,300 new 
homes approved in our 
Township with scheduled 
completion within the next 
three years. While this may be 


a noble attempt to save the 
township money, this concept 
is sure to make the Township 
Manager concept fail. Perhaps 
that is their intention — to 
assure that it will fail. We sure- 
ly do not understand the rea- 
soning but hope that if this 
concept is actually incorporat- 
ed into our way of govern- 
ment, it is done so with a well 
thought out plan and not 
rushed.
